Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1908. 


PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  District  is  divided  into  two  parts,  called 
respectively  the  Eastern  and  Western.  The  Eastern 
Division  contains  two  parishes,  Preston  and  Sutton ;  the 
Western  Division  contains  ten  parishes,  Anlaby,  Haltem- 
price,  Kirk  Ella,  Melton,  North  Ferriby,  Swanland, 
Wauldby,  Welton,  West  Ella,  and  Willerby. 

The  Eastern  Division  is  flat,  whilst  the  Western 
Division  is,  with  the  exception  of  Anlaby,  in  parts  hilly. 


CHIEF  OCCUPATION  OF  THE  INHABITANTS. 

The  population  of  the  District  may  be  divided  into 
three  classes,  viz. : — 


1.  Those  whose  business  is  in  Hull,  but  who 

reside  in  the  district. 

2.  Those  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits. 

3.  Railway  workers. 
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HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION,  ESPECIALLY  FOR 
THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

Generally  speaking,  the  house  accommodation  for 
the  working  classes  is  good.  A  short  time  ago  a  house' 
to-house  inspection  of  the  district  was  made,  and  only  in 
three  instances  was  overcrowding  found  to  exist.  In 
each  instance  the  matter  was  remedied. 

SUPERVISION  OF  THE  ERECTION  OF 
NEW  HOUSES. 

All  houses  in  course  of  erection  are  supervised  by 
the  Building  Inspector. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  obtained  partly 
from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  partly  from  wells.  Some 
of  the  latter  are  deep  wells,  and  some  shallow  or  sype 
wells. 


The  district,  speaking  generally,  has  a  sufficient 
water  supply ;  but  Preston,  which  at  present  depends 
for  its  supply  upon  sype  wells,  during  the  dry  months  of 
the  year,  runs  short. 

During  the  past  year,  however,  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  Hull  Corporation  for  an  efficient  and 
wholesome  supply  of  water. 

From  time  to  time  samples  of  well  water  are  taken, 
and  where  any  are  found  to  be  impure  by  chemical 
analysis,  the  wells  are  either  cleansed  or,  where  possi¬ 
ble,  a  supply  from  the  Council’s  main  is  substituted. 

In  no  case  has  the  contamination  of  water  by  lead 
taken  place. 
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Referring  to  my  Report  for  1906,  re  the  fourteen 
houses,  Twyers  Estate,  Saltend,  Preston,  the  majority 
of  which  are  yet  unoccupied,  the  Council  propose  laying 
a  water  main  for  supplying  these  houses ;  and  referring 
to  my  Report  for  1907,  re  the  twelve  houses  which  are 
ready  for  occupation  at  Preston,  I  believe  it  is  also 
intended  these  should  be  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Council’s  main. 

The  two  houses  in  Welton  mentioned  in  my  Report 
for  1907  have  now  a  supply  of  wholesome  water,  the 
water  main  having  been  extended  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  them. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

All  the  milk  supply  of  the  district  is  produced  within  it. 
The  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  periodically  inspected,  the 
Order  of  1899  is  in  force. 

Some  of  the  cowsheds  have  the  dairy  separate 
from  the  house,  and  others  have  no  dairy,  one  being 
unnecessary,  as  the  milk  is  taken  direct  from  the  cowshed 
into  Hull. 

Generally  speaking,  the  cowsheds  are  built  of 
bricks,  covered  with  tiles,  there  are  few  wholly  built  of 
wood. 


INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

Perhaps  the  only  food  prepared  in  the  district — 
excepting  butcher’s  premises — is  at  bakehouses.  In  all 
cases  the  bakehouse  is  the  kitchen  attached  to  the  shop 
from  where  the  bread,  etc.,  is  sold.  These  are  registered 
as  required  by  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901, 
and  are  inspected  periodically. 
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There  are  no  wholesale  or  underground  bakehouses 
in  the  district. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  INSPECTION  OF 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

The  old  established  slaughterhouses  are  registered, 
and  the  newly  established  ones  licensed,  The  Council, 
having  some  time  ago,  adopted  the  bye-laws  relating  to 
these  premises.  These  are  regularly  inspected,  and  also 
the  carcases  in  them,  and  the  shops  belonging  thereto, 
and  neither  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  myself  have  ever 
seen  anything  of  a  doubtful  character  offered  for  sale. 

I  should  like  to  say  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  some  years 
ago,  passed  the  examination  held  by  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  as  a  Meat  Inspector,  and  obtained  a  certificate 
from  that  body. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS, 

1875,  1879,  AND  1899. 

The  Council  not  having  appointed  an  Inspector 
under  these  Acts,  no  samples  of  food  or  drugs  have  been 
taken. 


I  think  it  might  probably  be  advisable  if  an 
Inspector  were  appointed,  especially  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  samples  of  milk,  as  this  is  an  article  which 
lends  itself  to  easy  adulteration,  and  also  it  is  an  article 
of  diet  largely  used  by  infants  and  invalids. 

SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

As  a  whole  the  district,  with  the  exception  of 
Preston  and  Holderness  Road,  Sutton,  is  well  sewered. 

Referring  to  the  latter,  within  this  last  three  or 
four  years  about  seventy  houses  have  been  erected, 
many  of  them  having  baths  and  several  of  them  W.C’s., 
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the  sewage  discharged  into  ditches  at  the  side  of  the 
road  causing  a  serious  nuisance.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  myself  reported  the  state  of  affairs,  and  the  Council 
inspected  this  part  of  the  district.  Application  was  made 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  a  loan,  an  inquiry 
was  held,  the  loan  granted,  and  the  work  of  laying  the 
sewer  is  in  hand. 

Referring  to  house  drains,  these  are  inspecteP 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  when  necessary  are 
tested ;  if  found  defective,  they  are  reconstructed. 
During  the  year  1122  yards  of  house  drains  have  been 
reconstructed. 

DISPOSAL  OF  SEWAGE. 

In  all  instances  the  sewage  is  ultimately  discharged 
into  the  Humber. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  is  no  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in  th^ 
district. 

REMOVAL  OF  NIGHTSOIL  AND  HOUSE 
REFUSE. 

In  Anlaby,  Kirk  Ella,  and  Willerby,  North  Ferriby^ 
Melton,  Welton  and  Sutton,  the  removal  is  done  by 
contractors  in  specially  constructed  carts  weekly ;  in 
the  other  places  it  is  the  duty  of  the  occupier  to  arrange 
for  the  removal. 

The  privy  system  is  in  vogue,  but  wherever  possible 
earth  closets  are  substituted. 

The  district  being  largely  agricultural,  there  is  no 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  nightsoil  and  house  refuse, 
which  in  nearly  every  case  are  collected  together. 
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NUISANCES. 

There  are  no  Nuisances  remaining  unabated. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS  AND  COMMON 
LODGING  HOUSE. 

There  are  neither  of  the  above  premises  in  the 
district.  The  Council  have  adopted  bye-laws  with  respect 
to  the  latter,  but  not  with  respect  to  the  former.  I  am  of 
the  opinion  the  adoption  of  bye-laws  *for  the  former 
premises  is  unnecessary 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  carried  on  in  the 
district.  Bye-laws  have  been  adopted  for  the  regulation 
of  such  buisnesses  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  these  are 
adequate.. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  no  private  schools  in  the  district.  The 
public  elementary  schools  are  regularly  visited  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  existence  of  Nuisances. 

The  drainage  system  at  the  Kirk  Ella  schools  has 
been  re-constructed,  and  at  Preston  Schools  it  has  been 
partly  re-constructed. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  excepting  Preston 
have  a  Water  Supply  from  the  Public  Service.  A  sample 
of  water  from  the  well  at  the  schools  at  Preston  was  taken 
by  the  County  Council  and  pronounced,  so  I  have  heard* 
to  be  impure.  When  the  rublic  supply  of  water  for 
Preston  is  completed,  I  strongly  advise  water  from  this 
source  is  laid  on  to  the  schools. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  80  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
have  been  notified,  viz.: —

Three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  the 
City  of  Hull  Isolation  Hospital.  The  removal  from 
Welton  was  a  compulsory  one  under  a  Magistrate’s  Order 
the  patient  not  being  provided  with  proper  lodging  and 
accommodation,  and  also  it  was  impossible  to  provide  the 
necessary  isolation.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  thiough  prompt 
action,  an  epidemic  was  prevented:  there  were  six  more 
children  in  the  house. 

There  has  been  one  death  from  Infectious  Disease 
viz.:  -Diphtheria  at  Springhead,  Anlaby.

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Referring  to  the  epidemic  of  Searlet  Fever  at 
Preston,  this  was  of  a  very  mild  character,  and  in  the 
first  instance  may  have  been  imported,  or  else  someone 
having  been  in  contact  with  an  unrecognised  case.  The 
disease  had  got  fairly  well  established  before  it  was 
recognised.  There  was  a  marked  absence  of  sore  throat 
in  many  of  the  patients.  The  schools  were  closed  and 
disinfected  with  formalin. 

The  patient  who  contracted  Anthra.x  was  a  man 
living  in  Preston,  but  was  employed  at  the  Alexandra 
Dock,  Hull.  He  had  been  handling  foreign  skins  and 
wet  hides.  It  is  supposed  he  contracted  it  during  his 
employment,  as  it  was  impossible  to  fix  it  anywhere  else, 
as  he  had  not  been  amongst  cattle.  He  had  an  abrasion 
on  his  neck,  and  remembers  scratching  it. 

I  notified  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  Home 
Office,  and  the  County  Council  of  the  above. 

The  patient,  who  was  attended  by  Dr.  Jackson,  of 
Hedon,  recovered. 

There  was  also  a  slight  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever 
at  Swanland,  but  not  of  such  a  nature  as  to  necessitate 
the  closing  of  the  schools. 

In  all  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  as  soon  as 
possible,  the  premises  are  visited  by  either  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  or  myself,  and  instructions  are  given  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease.  After  convalescence  the 
rooms  are  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
has  disinfected  95  rooms  during  the  year. 

The  disinfection  of  premises  is  now  done  by  means 
of  formalin,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  much  more 
efficient  method  than  using  sulphur. 


METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES  AND  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

When  a  case  of  Infectious  Disease  is  notified  it 
is  visited  as  soon  as  possible,  by  either  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  or  myself,  and  instructions  given  to  the 
occupier. 

In  cases  were  the  Medical  Attendant  recommends 
removal,  this  is  carried  out  by  the  Hull  Sanitary  Officials, 
under  the  superintendance  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  disinfects  the  premises. 

Where  necessary  the  bedding,  &c.,  is  taken  to  the 
City  of  Hull  Disinfecting  Station,  and  disinfected. 

Some  years  ago,  the  Council  entered  into  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Hull  Corporation,  for  the  latter  Authority 
to  take  all  infectious  cases  into  their  hospitals  at  a  fixed 
charge  per  case,  when  accommodation  permitted.  This 
arrangement  has  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily  up 
to  the  present  time. 

METHODS  OF  CONTROL  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

As  a  result  of  a  meeting  between  representatives 
of  the  Council,  the  East  Riding  County  Council,  and  the 
Hull  Corporation,  at  the  Town  Hall,  Hull,  suggestions 
were  put  forward  to  adopt  compulsory  notification  of 
Phthsis  or  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  Council  adopted 
the  suggestion.  Application  was  made  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  but  their  sanction  was  refused. 

There  is  no  voluntary  notification  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  in  the  district,  but  in  case  of  a  death, 
the  premises  are  disinfected  with  the  permission  of  the 


occupier. 


There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  for  either, 
advanced  or  early  cases. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  district  has  been 
satisfactory. 

BIRTHS. 

There  has  been  registered  during  the  year  165 
births,  which  gives  a  birth  rate  of  21.25  per  1,000. 

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  79  deaths  have  occurred  of 
residents  in  or  belonging  the  district,  this  is  a  death 
rate  of  10.17  per  1,000,  of  this  number  14  were  infants. 
There  have  also  been  78  deaths  in  City  of  Hull  Asylum. 
Willerby. 

The  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  is  higher  than  last 
year,  but  is  considerably  lower  than  the  three  previous 
years. 


There  have  been  no  deaths  of  infants  in  the  sub¬ 
district  of  Preston. 

There  has  been  one  death  from  infectious  disease, 
viz. :  Diphtheria  at  Springhead,  Anlaby. 

Referring  to  the  deaths  from  Phthsis  these  show 
a  marked  decrease  from  last  year ;  this  year  there  are 
two,  whilst  in  1907  there  were  nine  deaths. 

The  figures  for  last  year  were  high,  but  they  should 
not  be  taken  as  indicating  that  Phthsis  is  increasing  in  the 
district — in  1906  there  were  four  deaths — for  without 
doubt,  persons  suffering  from  this  disease  remove  from 
the  crowded  centres  of  population,  and  reside  in  rural 
districts  in  the  hopes  of  at  least  prolonging  life. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

In  the  district  there  are  37  workshops,  all  of  which 
are  registered  as  required  by  statute. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the 
district,  neither  are  there  any  factories  or  workshops 
were  persons  of  both  sexes  are  employed ;  there  are  no 
out-workers  premises,  and  no  list  of  out-workers  have 
been  sent  to  or  received  from  other  Local  Authorities. 

In  one  instance  a  case  of  infectious  disease 
occurred  amongst  the  workers  in  a  tailor’s  shop ;  he  was 
an  in-door  apprentice,  and  as  soon  as  he  was  taken  ill 
was  isolated  in  the  house  which  has  no  communication 
with  the  shop  except  by  crossing  a  yard.  A  doctor  was 
called  in  to  see  him,  who  pronounced  it  Scarlet  Fever,  he 
was  removed  to  the  City  of  Hull  Isolation  Hospital, 
Hedon  Road.  All  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  was  removed 
and  dis-infected,  and  the  premises  dis-infected  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  I  am  pleased  to  state  there  was  no 
further  cases. 

On  Saturday,  25th  July,  the  Hull  Sanitary 
officials,  accompanied  by  their  w’ives,  families,  and 
friends,  visited  Welton,  the  occasion  being  their  annual 
picnic.  About  sixty  of  them  partook  of  tea  at  one  of  the 
caterers,  the  remainder  having  tea  elsewhere.  The 
meal  consisted  of  ham,  beef,  potted  meat,  lettuce,  pastry 
and  tea.  On  Sunday,  thirty-five  of  them  were  subjected 
to  a  severe  attack  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  with 
abdominal  pains ;  in  all  thirty-eight  persons  were 
attacked.  Some  of  the  party  had  only  ham,  others  only 
beef,  and  some  of  them  did  not  partake  of  potted  meat. 
All  those  who  had  tea  elsewhere  were  not  attacked. 

Owing  to  absence,  my  locum  tenens.  Dr.  Lloyd, 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visited  the  premises.  The 
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drains  were  tested,  and  appeared  to  be  in  good  order, 
as  no  result  of  the  test  was  obtained.  The  premises  were 
inspected,  also  the  copper — which  was  made  of  iron — 
tea  urns,  oven,  etc.  All  were  found  in  a  cleanly  condition* 
The  beef  and  ham  had  been  boiled  in  the  copper  together. 
The  ham  had  been  purchased  in  Hull  from  a  well-known 
firm  of  provision  merchants ;  also  the  beef :  the  latter 
had  been  inspected  by  the  Hull  Meat  Inspector.  The 
potted  meat,  consisting  of  beef,  was  off  the  same  side  of 
beef  as  that  boiled  and  freshly  made;  in  fact,  it  was 
taken  direct  from  the  machine  as  it  was  made  and  served 
at  the  tables.  The  caterer  and  members  of  his  family 
ate  some  of  the  potted  meat  on  Saturday,  and  had  a  piece 
of  beef  off  the  same  side  roasted  for  Sunday  dinner,  but 
none  of  them  had  been  attacked  with  diarrh(ea.  Dr. 
Lloyd  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  inspected  some  of  the 
roasted  beef,  and  were  satisfied  it  was  wholesome.  They 
were  unable  to  obtain  samples  of  either  the  ham,  beef,  or 
potted  meat. 

At  the  same  time  they  visited  and  inspected  the 
cows,  dairy,  and  cowshed  where  the  milk  used  at  tea  was 
purchased.  The  cows  appeared  to  be  in  good  health,  the 
cowshed  was  in  a  cleanly  state,  also  the  dairy.  The  latter 
is  in  no  way  connected  with  the  cowkeeper’s  residence, 
but  is  detached. 

The  East  Riding  County  Council  were  advised  of 
the  outbreak,  and  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to¬ 
gether  with  Dr.  Lloyd  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
made  another  inspection  of  the  premises,  but  nothing 
further  was  discovered. 

From  inquiries  made  it  would  appear  that  none  of 
the  visitors  had  partaken  of  ice  creams,  nor  unripe  or 
decayed  fruit. 


The  water  used  for  tea  was  obtained  from  a  well 
on  the  caterer’s  premises.  Enquiries  showed  that  some 
of  the  visitors  had  drank  water  unboiled  from  this 
source  on  their  arrival  for  tea.  A  sample  was  taken  and 
submitted  for  analysis.  The  certificate  of  analysis 
states :  “  the  water  must  be  considered  unfit  for 
drinking.”  In  reviewing  the  facts  this,  in  my  opinion, 
may  have  been  the  probable  cause  of  the  diarrhoea. 

Welton  has  a  water  supply  distributed  by  iron 
pipes  about  the  village  and  drawn  from  stand-pipes 
placed  in  convenient  positions  in  the  streets.  The 
caterer  has  one  of  these  about  seventy  yards  from  his 
premises.  Water  is  now  obtained  from  this  source. 

I  again  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council 
for  their  courtesy  and  kindness  to  me  at  all  times. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Hocken,  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the  ever  ready  and  valuable 
assistance  I  have  received  from  him.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  past  year. 

ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES. 

During  the  year  the  Council  has  had  to  serve  only 
two  statutorj’’  notices  in  respect  to  Nuisances,  and  these 
were  complied  with,  so  legal  proceedings  had  not  to  be 
taken. 


Where  a  Nuisance  exists,  a  call  is  either  made 
upon  or  a  letter  written  to  the  owner  or  agent,  drawing 
his  attention  to  it,  and  this  method  has  from  experience 
been  found  to  work  very  satisfactorily. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

During  the  year  142  visits  have  been  paid  to 
factories  and  workshops,  viz.:  29  to  factories  and  113  to 
workshops. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

During  the  year  285  visits  have  been  paid  to  the 
.  above,  and  four  cowsheds  have  had  the  drains  re-con- 
structed. 


The  buildings  are,  generally  speaking,  built  of 
bricks  and  covered  with  tiles. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  101  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
above  premises.  •  Generally  speaking  they  have  been 
found  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

As  far  as  practicable  all  meat  intended  for  human 
food  is  inspected,  either  in  the  slaughterhouse,  shop  or 
carts  in  the  street. 

On  account  of  the  large  area  of  the  district,  the 
efficient  inspection  of  meat  is  rendered  difficult. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES  PREMISES. 

There  is  only  one  of  the  above  trades  in  the 
district.  The  premises  have  been  visited  during  the 
year  18  times.
